PUBLIC MEETIiNG. 

Oti Saturday, June 27tli, 1835, accord- 
ing to public notice previously given, a 
large and liiglily respectable meeting of 
the citizens of the city of Nashville and 
llavidson County, friendly to the election j 
of MARTIN vAN BUREN,of N. York,| 
to the next Presidency , and RICHARD i 
M. JOIINS()N, of Kentucky, to the nextj 
Vice Presidency of the United States,' 
met at the Court House in this city at 11 i 
o’clock, A. M. 

On motion of AnJreie Hays, Esq., Col. 
"Robert Weakley,' was called to the Chair, 
and Tliomas J. Read, Esq. appointed Sec- 
retary. On the further motion of Mr. 
Hays, Maj. Thomas Claiborne, Colonel 
Charles I. Love, Capf. Thco|)hilns P. Mi- 
nor, Dr. E. Breathitt, Dr. James Overton, 
John McIntosh, and Henry Ewing, Esqrs. 
were appointed Vico Presidents. 

Col. James P. Grundy, then rose, and 
stated the objects of the meeting, read 
the correspondence between tlie Presi- 
dent and Vice Presidents of the late Bal- 
timore Convention and Mr. Van Buren, 
and concluded by an eloquent address in 
favor of the nominations made by the 
Convention, of candidates for the Presi- 
dency and Vice Presidency of the United 
States, in tlie course of which he was re - 
peatedly interrupted by the marked ap- 
plause of the audience. 

After Col. Grundy had concluded his 
remarks, Mr. Hays again rose, and deliv- 
ered a powerful and impressive speech 
in favor of tho nominations made at Bal- 
timore, which was received with enthu- 
siastic marks of approbation by the meet 
ing. He concluded bj' moving that a 
Committee, consisting of twenty-two, be 
appointed to prepare and report to the 
meeting such Preamble and Resolutions 
ns it would be proper to adopt on the oc- 
casion. '• 

Whereupon, a Committee for that pur- 
pose was appointed, consisting of Andrew 
Hays, Joseph Philips, Alfred Balch, Jas. 
T. Iloleinan, William L. Washington, 
W'illiam P. Maxey, Thomas L. Gains, 
Cornelius Connor, Samuel H. Laiighliii 
John Price, V. P. Winchester, V. K. 
Stephenson, Samuel W. Hope, W'illiam 
II. Hagan, John W'aters, John McN. Ro 
bertson, Thomas Hickman, Peyton Ro- 
bertson, James Condon, Sr., Hugh Alli- 
son and John Davis. 

The Committee then retired fora short 
time, after which : 

Col. Samuel II. Langhlin, on their be 
half, submitted the subjoined Preamble 
and Resolutions, which ho read in his 
place, and then moved to have adopted 
as expressive of the sense of the meeting. 

Alfred Balch, Esq., seconded the mo- 
tion, and concluded by submitting a brief, 
eloquent and impressive speech in their 
support. On tho question then being put 
by the Chair, the Preamble and Resolu- 
tions were unanimously adopted as fol- 
lows : 

PREAMBLE. 

The citizens here assembled, view 
with regret that division among the le- 
publicans of the United Slates, which is 
indicated by recent political movements 
in relation to the approaching presidential 
election. Viewing as wo do, the preser- 
vation of the republican party as tlie sur- 
est and best means by which, to secure 
to allcla.oses of our citizens, etiiial rights 
and equal privileges in the control and 
management of the iiflairs of government, 
have thought that a candid and respectful 
declaration of our opinions, not only a 
right which we in common possess, but 
called for by the present political posture 
of allairs. From the time of the election 
of the elder Adams to the present, the 
people of the United Stales have been di- 
vided into two great political parties — 
F'edcral and Republican. Tlic lirst, aim- 
ing for an adiiiiiiistration of the govern- 
incnt by and for the benefit of the few — 
4|ic latter, contending for pojiular rights 
mid the general participation of the jico- 
ple in the adiiiiiiistration of tho govern- 
ment. Tho contest has been constant 
and iinrciiiitted. IVhencvcr the Federal 
party has discovered the least prospect of 
success, it has never failed to apply all 
its means to draw the powers of the gov- 
ernment into its own hands. At one 
time, owing to tho want of vigilance and 
concert in the republican party, the Chief 
Magistracy was conferred on ilic young- 
er Adam* against ibo will of a majority 
of the nation. This was an evil, to re- 
move wliicli, required great and strenu- 
ous exertions — and a repetition of which, 
should if possible be avoided, by prevent- 
ing the recurrence of the cause which 
produced it. 

There are now before the people of 
the United States, three candidates fir 
ihe Presidency, — Mr. Van Buren, ofNew 
York; Judge White, of Tennessee; and 
Mr. Webster, of Massachusetts. The 
friends of each arc pressing their respec- 
tive claims vigorously upon tho Ameri- 
can people. That portion which sustains 
Mr. Webster insists, that the election 
must eventually conic into the House of 
Representatives and be there decided; 
and that his chance (or success in the 
House, will be nt least equal to that of any 



jother candidate. The friends of Judge 
I \Vhilc insist, that neither Mr. Webster 
nor any other opposition candidate will 
be run for the Presidency, and that the 
contest will be between him and Mr. 
.Van Buren alone. 

In behalf of Mr. Van Buren, it is urged, 
that the great body of the republicans, 
throughout the Union, arc in favor of his 
election, and he should therefore be pre- 
ferred. 

It is proposed to say a few words in 
reference to the respective pretfcntions 
of each of these candidates, and of the 
mode of by which they respectfully e.x- 
pect to be elected. 

j Can it be possible, that there is a citi- 
|zcn of Tennessee, who desires to sec the 
'election of Chief Magistrate brought bc- 
jforc a tribunal, where one of the leaders 
|of his party, (Mr. Burgess of Rhode Is- 
i land,) has declared in a public address, 
j“that when the election comes before the 
House, the great interest which I have 
just examined, may be considered and by 
all parties, such a couise of administra- 
tion as will secure them, be most soleinn- 
|ly stipulated, and when the rights of the 
I people are secured, that House will select 
jtho man most likely with safety to all, 
and glory to our country, to administer 
the Executive Government. Here Rhode 
Island will have a voice as loud, a poten- 
cy as cflicicnt, as the most extensive and 
powerful State. Never again, do I wish 
to see a President, in any other manner 
elected.” 

Can the proceedings of 1824-5 be so 
soon forgotten? Mr. Adams was elected 
in total disregard of the will of the peo- 
ple. — Who that regards the purity or 
character of our government, can wish to 
sec an election brought into the House of 
Representatives, where bad men may act 
corruptly, and where good men may be 
subjected to the charge of having done 
so? Whatever may be the wishes of heat 
ed and disappointed partisans, we believe 
the great body of the people of Tennes- 
see entertain no such wish. 

In regard to the pretence, that no op- 
position candidate will be run — Mr. Web- 
ster is now as fully and fairly a candi- 
date as Mr. Van Buren or Juge White. 
His friends are pushing his claims as 
earnestly, and unless there be some se- 
cret understanding between his friends 
and the friends of Judge White, as to Mr. 
Webster’s withdrawal, (which we do not 
believe e.xists,) there is no authority for 
the assertion, that he will not be a candi- 
date. The friends of Judge White are 
compelled to assume a fact, contradicted 
by the plainest and fullest evidence, 
when they affirm that the contest is be- 
tween him and .Mr. Van Buren alone. In 
addition to the nomination made by the 
members of tho Massachusetts Legisla- 
ture, and the constant advocacy of his 
claims by tho Federal party north of the 
Potomac; a meeting in pursuance of pub- 
lic notice, of three or four thousand citi- 
zens was held in Faniiicl Hall, Boston on 
28th of May last, at which it was resolv- 
ed in the most solemn manner, to sup- 
port Mr. Webster at the approaching 
Presidential election. In order that their 
views might not be misunderstood, they 
declare in tho most emphatic manner, 
“that the time has not come, when any 
overruling necessity calls upon the Whigs 
to compromise their principles or desert 
their own standard; that while they are 
not responsible for events, they are re- 
sponsible, sacredly responsible, for their 
own consistency, their own enduring love 
of country, and their own fidelity to the 
constitution; and that whether successful 
or unsuccessful, whether found in majori 
ties or minorities, a plain path of duty 
lies before them, from which they cannot 
depart, without obvious inconsistency 
and dereliction of duty.” 

'I'liey also resolved, “That under the 
iiifiuencc of these feelings and opinions, 
that we concur in the nomination of Da- 
niel Webster as a candidate for the Pre- 
sidency of the United Slates, and tender 
10 it, our decided and earnest support — 
and though others waiver, or falter, or 
surrender; our purpose, still is not to 
despair in the cause of liberty and the 
country, but to meet the crisis with zeal, 
as well as firmness, and to adhere to what 
wo deem principle and duty let who will 
follow, or who will fly.” 

From facts now developed, it would 
seem that the delusion should no longer 
be indulged, that no opposition candidate 
will be run for tho Presidency. Mr. 
Webster is already, and another may be- 
come, a candidate hereafter. Those who 
have made diflerent calculations, have 
entirely mistaken tho character of the 
Opposition. However radically wc dif- 
fer from them in the |)rinciplcs upon 
which the govcrnincnt ought to be admin- 
istered, we never believed they could be 
brought to act upon tho low and drivel- 
jling piinciplc, of choosing from among 
their adversaries, him whom they consid- 
ered the least of evils. 

Mr. Van Buren is, as we believe, the 
choice of the Republican jiarly of the 
United Slates. Public opinion designat- 
ed him as their candidate, long before any 
other person now before the public was 
thought of for that office. Hence for 
several years past, he has been the con-

them, urging his merits and claims on 
their part, and prevailed in all the Slates, 
above named, except one. 

-\flcr all this had occuriu.d, we had 
hoped, that the Republicans of tiic Union, 
would have gone on — have elected Ihe 
man of their party, wlio stood fir.-t in their 
aflectioiis and confidence, to the fir.-t olFice 
in their gift — and not have listened to the 
artful suggestions of those, who are eiie- 
iiiies to their principles, and whoso only 
[hope of success is founded upon the dis- 
[senlions and divisions they can produce 
in the Republican ranks. If any doubt 
could exi.st as to the individual, u ho is the 
first choice of the Republicans of the IT. 
States, recent occurrences arc altogether 
coiickisive as to that point. 'J’he Virgi- 
nia eleclion.s turned mainly upon tlie 
question of the Succession, and the result 
was favorable to Mr. Van Buren, the Op- 
position voting, perhaps to a man, against 
his friend.s. So in Connecticut, the same 
convention of Delegates who nominated 
tlie Congressional licket, which prevailed 
ill the recent election, nominated the del 
egates to the Baltimore Convention, with 
instructions to vote for Mr. Van Boron. 
Finally, the unanimous vote of the incni- 
bers of the B iltiinoro Convention, desin- 
natiiig Mr. Van Buren as the Reimhlica’n 
candid.ate, should, put to rest every doubt 
upon tlii.s subject. U'c know that the 
Convention at Baltimore, has been de- 
cried by the whole Opposition; althongh 
they, Ihemselvos, have resorted to Coii- 
veiilions to secure the election of Mr. 
Clay over Gen. Jackson. 

We adopt the opinion of Gov. Blount, 
one of the patriarchs of tho Republic. 
.\ltcr expre.-siiig his favorahle opinion, 
partiality and friendship for Judge While, 
he says in a recent publication, “but, 1 
am nevertlieles.s, from patriotic motives, 
ill favor ol such candidate as a general 
Convention shall or may nominate. I 
should view any split or division in the 
good olJ republican party, composed as it 
ever has been, ol three fourllis of the 
people of the United States, and the only 
party I ever was attached to, being one 
ol that people, as the greatest political 
evil our country could experience.” We 
unite heartily in this sentiment — and 
therefore wc will contribute nothing to 
produce division or distraction among 
the Republicans of the Union. We arc 
prepared to surrender all local and per- 
sonal preferences, lo secure the perma- 
nency of the jirinciplcs for which we are 
contending. Nor do wc consider our- 
selves as yielding any thing, which <.f 
right we ought to claim, when wc s.ay, 
that we will support a citizen of New 
York, in preference to a citizen of Ten- 
nessee, in Ihe approaching Presidential 
election. Of the whole 21 States, Mas-' 
saehusetts, Virginia, and Tennessee have 
alone given Presidents lo the U. States. 
Tennessee has had the lionor of giving 
the first western I’resident. He has not 
only been elected, hut re-elected. Is not 
thi.s cnougli for the present? Is nolliing 
due lo magnanimity — to courtesy ? New 
York has never had a President, although 
she has produced us many great, distin- 
guished and patriotic men as any otlier 
jStale. She is more populous than any 
other Stale — slic has uniformly, in the 
public councils of tlie iialiun. sii.staincd 
,tlie measures ol the 'I’oiitics.sco Prcsid' iil, 
|siiicc lio came into office. When New 
Aork now presents her favorite as a can- 
ididalc, backed by Pennsylvania, ami 
, most Ihe whole Dcmocraiiy of the other 
Slates — wc a-k is it liberal in ii.s to re- 
luse our co-operaiion, and insist that 
there is another citizen of 'I'ciinessee, 
who would make a good Chief Magistrate, 
and whose claims ought to be preferred?

It llio Iricnds of Judge White 
say he is qualified for the station, Ihe 
friends of Mr. V an Buren sav, (and justly 
say) that he is better qualified, if the 
fi'ieiids ol Judge Wliile sa^■ he is holiest, 
so say the friends of iMr. Van B iren of 
him.

3'he for- 
mer must decide forthemselves what new laws and 
regnlatioiis ought to be made, while tlie latter 
should be employed in giving them form, and cn* 
grofiing them upon the present system, if law- 
yers, only’, were employed in making laws, they 
alone would reap beueflt from them. It is not to 
be expected that they would have more disinterest- 
edness than any oilier class of men are known to 
to possess. 'J'he community must employ lawyers 
lo force anti interpret the laws, not to make the.n ; 
as ministers are employed to preach the gospel not 
to make it. — Host.

No maxim is better received, or considered more 
certainly true than that “trade will regulate itself 
and find its level” — yet for want of management 
and a correct understanding of our just claims, 
w'e every where see the most proportionate profits , 
arising from labor and the unreasonable distinction 
and difference in prices. 

I can perceive no reason why the profits arising 
from the culture of a good plantation in the lati- 
tude of 37 and 8 degrees should differ, or be less 
than the cultivation of a similar plantation in 
3 ami 4 ; yet there is a marked difference and the 
inhabitauts are spreading like a great ward of the 
ocean, from their owm desirable homes into the 
first, to find places to transplant themselves into' 
the second. 

A little well timed refiectinn would stop the mad 
career and commence the miscalculating many , 
thus engaged, of the absurdity of their pursuit.; 
Why should the planting in Kentucky be less prof-* 
liable than in Louisiana, or Mississippi, in other* 
word?, why should the raising of hemp and grain^ 
be le&w profiidbie than the raising of cotton and su- 
gar? Although trade will find its level, it is often 
very tardy, and much inconvenience is fell and 
loss sustained before such level is found. Trade 
should be aided, not by government alone, for that 
often in assisting one branch of business, does flat; 
injustice to another. The proper aids are indi-; 
vidual exertion, well directed and good arrange; 
ment. Labor misapplied, is labor lost. The! 
principle reason why Kentucky has been so 
kept down, is , that she has been compelled to de- 
pend on a domestic or home market for sales of] 
the products from agriculture. The purchasers 
have been comparatively few in number, who have' 
so concerted, that rivalship has been kept down, 
and the prices pretty much what the purchasers 
have been pleased to givens. This with a few 
exceptions has been the case with hemp, horses, 
hogs and bullocks. In the south, the cotton and 
sugar states have been borne up by foreign compe- 
tition, ill which there can be no concert nor pledges 
of concert. At one and the same lime the ves-; 
eels of all the manufacturing and carrying nations! 
are buying in freight for cargoes of cotton, compos * 
ed of tradersof differentlangueges wholly unknown! 
to each other, no privily — no connection — nothing I 
can be arrayed, nor no agreement made amongstj 
the rival incongruous purchasers, manufacturers,^ 
carriers and speculators. Amidst the confliction* 
of such materials the commodity must rise to a 
fair price and attain Us proper level ; but in Ken- 
tucky we depend upon a home market, the pur-i 
chasers are the manufactureis , living door neigh- 
bors to each other, the whole concern can be con- 
vened at any given point by day or by night in 
half an hour, and in such meeting (often in con- 
clave) the price is settled for the present or ensu- 
ing season; whilst we, the laborious growers of 
the aiiicle, influenced by ourshort sighted calcula-j 
tioDS, often misled by concerted tales, and often' 
compelled by necessities, real or imaginary, io| 
force off or let go the article at a most reduced! 
price. Thus the purchasers uniting for mutual' 
advantage have the means of calling in the raw 
material at their own price ; in addition to this, 
they have had the principal control of the money 
market, whereby (hey have wielded a most dis- 
proportionate influence. So that the prices given 
have been more the result of liberality than neces- 
sity, and we have more right to applaud than com- 
plain. 

The planters have no means of counterbala n- 
cing these advantages, they are loo numerous to act 
in conceit, their means of obtaining information' 
too limited ; besides their wauls of necessities are 
too multifarious to arrange the necessary defeii-’ 
sivf operations. 

The remedy would be, either to receive the rent 
ID hemp, so much hemp per acre, or to suffer the 
tenant to have the option of bonding the debt by 
giving good security, with interest from the dale' 
until paid. Landlords seldom have urgent calls 
for the rent ; but from the fear of loosing it or froml 
discontents which often arise betwixt landlords^ 
and tenants, no indulgence is given and suits by. 
action of debt or by dispairing are prest with great' 
urgency. The short sighted creditor wholly un- 
conscious of the injury he does himself by forcing 
the staple of his enuntry into market thus prema- 
turely, hereby regulating and keeping down the 
price of his own hemp as well as that of the com- 
munity generally. This evil corrected together 
with the erecting of individual store houses for 
the safe keeping of theailivle, would st once pre- 
vent precipitate sales and put it in the pow’er of ev-| 
ery grower to obtain a fair equivalent for the labor 
or raising It. | 

Though the tenor of my remarks seem to cast 
(insure on the manufacturer, nothing is farther^ 
from my views. There is nothing unfriendly tOj 
that interest contemplated. We can do nothing 
with<^ut manufacturers, there Is no opposition in. 
the two tnleresis, tliey are accordant and united. | 
Often men of small capital become ms^nufaciurers,!

l?ha:e in the Chamber of Deputies on the 
»u il3{l , upon the report of the Committee 
relating to the case of M. M . Cormenin and Puy- 
raveau was extremely animated. M. Cormenin 
spoke at length in explanation of the course he 
had adopted. The explanations he had given re- 
specting bis signature were given as a personal 
matter freely and candidly. He considered the 
conduct of the Peers as an unconstitutional Inter- 
ference with rights of the Chainberi Tlie speech 
of .M. Cormenin gave the tone to the debate , and 
tlie comment upon the Chamber of Peers assumed 
amoslvioleu: character. 7’he Ficsiderl inter- 
posed his authority to temper the storm; but at 
that period the reporters of the press interposed 
their opinions. This extraordinary Interference 
created a scene of coufusion and tumult not to be 
described, in the midst of which the Piesident ad- 
journed the Chamber. 

Whilst this scene was passing in the Cliamber 
of Deputies the Coon of Peers was proceeding 
with the trial of the prisoners. The lefractoiy 
were on Thursday again summoned to attend , 
but their answer was a positive refusal to comply 
with the summons. The Court, upon this refusal 
being announced by the olficer, decided to proceed 
w'ith the trial in. the absence of the accused. Two 
of the prisoners from Lyons were selected, and 
questioned by the President, and several wituess- 
es having been examined in support of the charges 
against them, the court adjourned until Thursday. 

Sp.^in. — T he advices from Madrid were to the 
13ih May, at that date all was tranquil in the 
capital. The Procuraders were engaged in deba- 
ting the question of tho national debt, but the dis- 
cussion presented nothing of novelty. The (juo- 
tidieiir<t announces a further advanlaga attained 
by the Carlist forces iu the capture of the fort of

The Ibl- 
lowing acconnt of the origin and nature 
of this claim, is given in tho Limington 
Recorder, and probably comes from a 
gentleman at that place who has paid 
some attention to the investigation of the 
subject. — Portland Advertiser. ^ 

The Earl of Mar. — This nobleman, 
who commanded the army of the preten- 
der in the Scottish rebellion of i 
said to havo left a son and a daughter at 
Newcastle upon Tyne, when ho and tho 
unfortunate prince made their escape in- 
to France. Soon after, the son, quite a 
boy, came to America, and landed at 
Portsmouth, N. II. where ho lived a short 
time, and finally married in Kitter}-, in 
this country. After the British Govern- 
ment granted a pardon to tho Earl, with 
permission for him to return to his estate 
at Newcastle, he sent for his son, "who 
went to England, and had an interview 
with his father. It was agreed that tho 
son should return to America, and accom- 
pany his wife to England but circumstan- 
ces of an extraordinary nature detained 
him for tw'o or three years in tliis coun- 
try, at last ho was suddenly taken sick 
and died. 

lie left six children, who settled in dif- 
ferent parts of Maine and New Hamp- 
shire, from whom originated nearly all 
this part of America who hoar tho name 
of Mar. The heirs have lately taken 
measures to recover the immense prop- 
erty left by the Earl of Mar in England, 
and have sent an agent to Newcastle up- 
on Tyne for this purpose. Tlie jiropef- 
ty is said to amount to the enormous sum 
ofsi.xty or eighty millions of dollars. 

LATER FROM EUROPE. 

By the ship Rhone, Cupt. Rockett, at 
New York from Havre, the editors of the 
Journal of Coininerco have received Par- 
is papers to Bl.rt of May inclusive, and 
Havre to the 1st of June. 

Capt. Rockett states that the Report 
on the Indeminity Bill was to be made in 
the Chamber of Peers on the 4th day of 
June, and that the debate would com- 
mence on the Monday following. The 
general impression was, that tho bill 
would pass as it came from the Chamber 
of Deputies jthough some supposed that tho 
conditional clause inserted on motion of 
Gen. Valaze, would be stricken out. 

The question of complying with the 
demand oi the Queen of Spain for an ar- 
med intervention on the part of France, 
was still undecided. We give below a 
number of quotations from different Par- 
is journals, e.xpressivc of their views on 
the subject. There is evidently a strong 
relunctance to engage in this new cru- 
sade, Uie begining of which is more ea- 
sily seen than the end.

And it has been represented that tho

its advance to a perpetual monopoly. — | 

True it is that the present course of thej 
Bank may be reconciled to another sup-! 
position. It may be gathering in a largoj 
harvest of profit to compensate its stock- 
holders for the immense sums, it has e.x-; 
pended in buying up presses and in en- 
deavoring to secure its re-charter. But 
the past reads us awful lessons of the 
Bank’s ambition, and its disregard of eve- 
ry thing thing but its own individual pur- 
poses. Its extension of business ns it 
draws to the termination of its charter, 
may well awaken the suspicion of a peo- 
ple, who have been more than once vex- 
ed by tho tyranyofthe Bank. Let every 
eye rest upon it. Let no man blind him- 
self or sufl’er himself to be blinded to the 
wily movements of an institution, that' 
has manifested a disposition equal to its 
power, to bring any and every calamity' 
upon the country, provided only it could 
thereby secure its re-charter.

Ct5-JNSURRECTION OF SLAVES 
IN MISSISSIPPI. 

A merchant of Nashville received a 
letter this morning, from a gentlernan 
of respactability in Mississippi, giving 
aif accoinit of an extensive meditated 
insurrection of the slaves in that st.ile ; 
which was, fortunately, discovered a 
few days before the intended massacre 
took place. The letter is evident!} 
written under strong excitement, and 
perhaps, with some exaggeration, nut 
the account given is, no doubt subsian- 
tially (rue. 

The writer says: 

“I take a few moments from thcaw 



j ful distress and confusion existing here 
^ to inform you that this (Hinds,) and 
1 several adjoining counties, have been 
[ under arms day and night, in our own 
defence, expecting every moment t<r 
I be burned up or liave our throats cut 
by the Negroes. A dreadful alarnr 
exists, particularly among the females, 

“An insurrection has, it appears^ 
been on hand among the negroes, for 
the last six moiits, headed by white 
men. The massacre was to have 
commenced on (he fourth of July. 
Their plans were well laid, and, no 
doubt but that thousands ofthe whites 
[Would have been murdered, had we 
Hot been saved, only a week before 
the time, by a faithful negro man, who 
was in all the secrets, and was to have 
been liigh in command, and who re- 
vealed to his master (ho whole plan; 
and, to convince him of ils reality, 
placed his master in a position where,- 
from his place .of concealment, he: 
could overhear one of their night meet-- 
ings, at which the whole scheme was- 
discussed . 

“A great many negroes, w'cre, if# 
consequence taken up iu Madison 
county, from whom the committee 
found out who the white leaders were. 
About ten negroes and five or six . 
white men have been hung without ’ 
any form of law or trial except an ex- 
amination before the examining com- 
mittee. They arc still going on try- 
ing and hanging. It appears, from a 
confession that Doctor Cotton made, 
that their route was to have commen- 
ced from some place above this and 
proceed thence, through the princi- 
pal towns (o Natchez, and (hen on to 
New Orleans, murdering all the white 
men and ugly women — sparing the , 
handsome ones and making wives of 
them — and plundering and burning as 
they went. Dr. Cotton after being 
condemned upon negro testimony 
made a confession and disclosed the 
whole plan. He is an old confederate 
of a man by the name of .Murrell, now 
in the iUtshville Penitentiary.” 

In addition to the forgoing, which is 
copied from the Nashville Banner of 
the 15th inst., we learn by a gentle- 
man just arrived in this city, that there 
were 40 negroes executed. From 
the information given by Cotton, five 
men in Vicksburg, were reported to 
be concerned in the proposed insur- 
rection, one of whom was taken by 
the citizens, whipped severely, tarred 
and feathered, then released, and in- 
formed that if himself and compan- 
ions did not immediately depart, their 
fate would he worse. Instead of ta- 
king the hint, the whole five look pos- 
session of a hjjuse after arming them- 
selves, which they secured as well as 
they were able. The Citizens deter- 
mined to dislodge them, and attacked 
the house. The back-door was forced 
by the party at the head of which -was 
Col. Vick, who fell forward as the 
door gave way. A gun was instant- 
ly discharged from within, the con- 
tents of which were lodged in the 
breast of Doct. Hugh Shiel Bodley, 
(a native of this city, and son of the 
late Gen . Bodley) who fell and expi- 
red without uttering a word. The^j 
gentlemen in the Doctor's rear im- 
mediately fired on the assassin and 
gave him a mortal wound, when the 
whole five w-ere taken and hung up 
on the spot. 

We deeply regret the death of Doc* 
tor Bodley, he was reared, educated,, 
and universally esteemed in this city, 
as a gentleman of amiability, and 
great promise in his profession. His 
death, under any circumstances, would 
casta gloom over Lexington. 

There is a further report, that six 
white men who w-ere under examina- 
tion, at some point not now recollec- 
ted, were hung without going through 
the trial, in consequence of the intelli- 
gence of insurrectionary movements 
in the neighborhood, which required 
their immediate assistance. 



OHIO AND .MICHIGAN. 

Therft Is to be no war between Ohio and Michi- 
gan. The firmness and prudence of the Presi- 
dent has enabled him to avert the storm which ap- 
peared on the point of bursting forth in blood and 
ruin but a few weekssince. The Columbus Hem- 
isphere of the loth inst. congratulates its readers 
“that all apprehensions of a forcible collision aris- 
ing out of the controversy in relation lo the Norih- 
cin boundary of this State — are removed. The 
commuMicaiion between the Governor and the 
(icneral Government since the adjournment of the 
Legislature has lead to resulis entirely satisfactory 
to the former— and which embrace all that the hon 
or or interests of the State can require. The sev- 
eral objects coiitemplalcd in the compromise bill 
will be accomplished in due season.” 

I’his desirable object was effected imtnedialely 
after the arrival of the Oliio Commissioners at 
Washington. They were met by the President 
with fiaukness; he entered wiih promptitude ialo 
ail anangementconsislent with the interests and 
honor of all parlies, viz: that Ohio should run her 
line without inoUsidiion, and that the citizens o. 
the disputed territory should be left free lo chooeo 
between her jurisdiction and that of Michigan. 
We have no doubt that all parties will sincerely 
rejoioe that this embarrassing question has been 
settled until Congress can aci on the subject, and 
that they will freely award to the ^ 

praise for the skill and prudence with uliich it has 
been managed.— 
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
